said the English lady,

jel to ace what Iho creature exaclly was,

(/infcnsia, or ^'Virginia rattlesnake,"

lady; "ho not only knows English, but ho 
recognizes rny Virginia dialect." 


The whole affair seemed so uncanny that

The gentlemen, 
however, when the story was told, were so 
anxious to see tho experiment themselves 
that tho American lady consented u> con- 
QUOI- her dread again, and go back to her 
first cage.
